LITTLE ROCK — F o u r 


months in office; salaries of 
$5,400 so far to nine em- 
ployees; no bonds, until Mon- 
day, to be offered for those to 
be refunded—that is the rec- 
ord to date of the Arkansas 
Bond Refunding Board, the 
United Press learned Tuesday. 


These nine members of the board 


'were employed April 1, records in 
the auditor's office reveal, at sal- 
aries ranging from $200 per month to 
$100. There are two drawing the latter 
salary. 


Until late Saturday and early Mon- 


day the refunding bonds were not 
available. They had nol been deliver- 
ed from the printer, and in fact the 
printing contract was not lei until 
about a month ago. 


The Ellis Bill, which became Act 


167, passed by Ihe last 
legislature 


authorized the refunding of ?146,000,000 
worth of Arkansas bonds with new 
ones which would bear a lower inter- 
est rate of 3 per cent. A board was 
created. 


This board's job was to 
refund 


bonds. But it had none to offer in 
exchange for those to be refunded— 
That is, until Monday. And Tuesday 
only some $1,500,000 worth have been

"Toward the end of 1931 the Amer- 


ican Federation of Labor—which be- 
lieved that the only cure for unem- 
ployment and the depression was jobs 
—made a significant study. 


"Briefly, and in round numbers, the 


findings of our research department 
can be summarized as follows: 


"Of 30 million employable men and 


women — of industry, transportation, 
and comlncrce—14 million were on 
full time, 10 million averaged two- 
thirds time, and 6 million were un- 
employed. 


"The work of this country, exclusive 


of farming, then was being done with 
one billion man-hours per week. 


" 'Divide that work up among the 


30 millions, each working a 35-hour 
week,' we suggested. 


"This will end unemployment, doing 


away with need for 
relief; 
it will 


spread a feeling of job security, end- 
ing fear and panic; it will spread buy- 
ing power among wage earners, and 
loosen the purse strings of many'of 
all classes who have had cash but 
have been afraid to buy needed sup- 
plies because they did not know what 
crisis tomorrow might bring. 


"Finally, this will be a step toward 


the general reduction of hours which 
should have started a decade ago. 


"That proposal came from organized 


labor. Under it, employed workers 
would have had to sacrifice a part of 
their time and pay/'

The NRA and Mr. Green's proposal 


are not identical—but you can read 
the one in the olhcr. 


The heart of bolh of them is the 


shortened work-week. But where the 
A. F. of L. proposed merely a redis- 
tribution of existing work and wages, 
the NRA lays down a system of min- 
imum wages, hoping to drive upward 
the total purchasing power of the na- 
tion. 


The question today isn't whether 


or not we'll sign the NRA agreement, 
but whether-we'll sign it now or later. 


Public opinion will force it on every 


business house. 


And it's just as well. Every think- 


ing man and woman understands that 
we arc in the midst of just such an 
era as 20 years ago when the nation 
was abandoning the 10 and 12-hour 
day for the 8-hour day. Only now we 
arc abandoning the 8-hour day for 
6 or 7 hours. 


And eventually Ihe wage earner will 


be paid more for 6 hours than he for- 
merly was paid for 8. We saw that 
happen years ago, when the 8-hour 
day became worth more to the wage- 
earner than 10 or 12 hours.

der that change.

All of us are weighed down with 


the problems of adjustment. There 
are cynics and doubters abroad in 
the land. 


But they will get nowhere. 
The nation is resolved to push on-

BROWNSVILLE, Pa.—(/P) 


—Gunfire and tear-gas sent 
10 men to hospitals in the 
strike zone of southwestern 
Pennsylvania Tuesday as the 
walkout spread to other mines 
in the district. 


Six men were shot in a brush be- 


tween strikers and deputy sheriffs at 
the Star Junction mine of the H. C. 
Frick company. A score 
of 
others 


sufcrcd from the effects of tear-gas. 


At the Frick company's Colonial 


No. 3 mine, the scene of recurring dis- 
orders during the last week, two men 
were shot and two others seriously 
burned by lear-pas. 


Miners in Allegheny, Washington 


and Armstrong counties joined the 
walkout, adding their numbers to the 
more than 20,000 on strike. 


The men demanded recognition for 


the United Mine Workers of America, 
which the operators refused to grant. 


Soft .Coal Fields 


The disorders arc occurring in the 


Pittsburgh 'region of "Pennsylvania, 
heart of the bituminous (soft) coal in- 
dustry, where unionization of the min- 
crr. never has been complete. 


Trouble in the Pittsburgh district is 


traced to the conflict between union 
and open-shop competition, with more 
violent outbreaks in Kentucky, West 
Virginia and Illinois where the mines 
arc more completely open shop. 


Contrasted to the Pittsburgh district 


is the anthracite (hard) coal region of 
Scranton and Wilkcs-Barre, at 
the 


eastern end of the state, where the 
mines are 100 per cent unionized. They 
have had no trouble since 1902, when 
the last great strike was settled by 
President Theodore Roosevelt.

Charles F. Urschel, 40, oil millionaire 
who was released by kidnapers Tues- 
day upon payment of an unannounced 
ransom, declared his eyes were kept 
taped during his nine days' captivity, 
and he did not know where he was 
taken by his swarthy machine-gun 
snatchers. 


Urschel said he knew only that the 


kidnapers drove him several hundred 
miles and freed him during the night 
near Norman, 30 miles from here. 


Urschel is in good health, but his 


eyes are bloodshot. 


The oil man reached home about 


midnight after calling a taxicab from 
a barbecue-stand near the scene of his 
release.

F. Urshel, kidnaped oil millionaire has 
been returned it was announced at the 
Urshel home early Tuesday. 


The announcement, coupled with 


the statement that Urshel was at home 
and in .good health despite his nine 
days of captivity, was made by Arthur 
A. Seeligson, brother-in-law of Mrs. 
Urshel and co-trustee of the $23,000,000 
estate of her first husband, Tom B. 
Slick, late "king of the wildcatters." 


Seelingson declined to say if any 


ransom was paid, nor would be make 
any other statement "before morning." 


Urshel was snatched from a quiet 


bridge game with his wife anl their 
friends, Mr. and Mrs. W. R. Jarrctt,

one should work more than eight 
hours a day except on days preceding 
holidays, but permitted ah additional 
12 hours during a. six months period.

open 52" hours a week, minimum, as in

were open fewer hours before July 1.

Aged Prisoner Is 


Freed by Georgia 


Bill Creen Served 20 Year* 


for Attack on Leo 


Frank 


ATLANTA, Ga.— (#>) —Bill Creen, 


life-term murderer, who slashed the 
throat of Leo Frank, central figure in 
one of the most sensational cases in 
Georgia criminal history, is free. 


Governor Talmadge pardoned the 


aged and ill convict after he had spent 
20 years at the stale prison farm at 
Milledgeville. 


Creen cut Frank's throat a few days 


after (he latter came to the farm from 
Atlanta and only the timely work of a 
physician saved Frank's life. 


Frank was convicted and sentenced 


to hang for the murder of Mary Fa- 
gan, Atlatna stationery plant employe. 
His sentence was commuted by John 
M. Slaton, then governor. 


About six weeks after Green's at- 


tack and before the wound had com- 
pletely healed ,a mob stormed the 
i>rison, removed Frank, took him to 
Marietta, near Atlanta, and lynched 
nim. 


For his deed, Creen spent seven 


years in solitary confinement. 


Creen for years was a familiar fig- 


ure at the entrance to the high wire 
fence surrounding the main buildings 
at the Milledgeville station farm. As 
a trusty he opened the gate for visi-

His car, running at a high 
rate of speed, crashed into an auto- 
mobile occupied by C. B. Presley and 
his wife and 10-year-old daughter. 


Mr. Presley and daughter received 


severe gashes about the head. Mrs. 
Presley 
suffered 
from 
shock 
and 


bruises. The Presley car was hit with 
such terrific force that it, was bowled 
over on its side. The other car re- 
mained upright. 


Hope officers, after

extensive 


search through the negro quarters of 
this city, expressed the opinion that 
the Prescott negro might have escaped 
on a south-bound freight which pass- 
ed shortly after the accident. No trace 
of him has been found at Prescott.

Speed Is Urged 


WASHINGTON.- (/P) -The quick 


spread of the retail code which went 
into force Tuesday by order of Recov- 
ery Administrator Hugh Johnson, is 
being sought by his assistants, with 
the expectation that soon every, type 
of public sales agency will be blank- 
eted under its terms. 


The Retailers Code 


WASHINGTON-W-The text of 


the code for the furniture, hardware, 
mail order, clothiers and furnishers, 
department stores, specialty shops she 
and dry goods retailers, follows: 


On and after the effective date of 


this code no individual or organiza- 
tion selling at retail shall work any 
employe (except 
executives 
whose 


salaries exceed $35 per week, or reg- 
istered pharmacists or other profes- 
sional persons employed in their pro- 
fession, or outside salesmen, and ex- 
cept outside deliverymen and main- 
tenance employes who may be em- 
ployed 48 hours weekly or more if 
paid time and one-third for all hours 
over 48 hours weekly), for more than 
40 hours per week, excepting at Christ- 
mas, inventory and other peak periods 
employes may work 48 hours per week 
for a maximum of not to exceed three 
weeks in each six months. 


And not to reduce the hours of any 


store or service operation to below 
52 hours in any one .week, unless such 
hours were less than 
52 hours per 


week before July, 1933, and in the lat- 
ter case not to treduce such hours at 
all. 


The maximum fived in Paragraph 3 


(a) (of the president's agreement) shall 
not apply to employes in establish- 
ments employing not more than two 
persons in towns of less than 2,500 pop- 
ulation which towns are not part of a 
larger trade area. 


On and after the effective date of 


this code, retail stores shall establish 
minimum weekly rales of wages for 
the crtail trade for 
a 
work week 


specified in Section 3 (a) (of the pres- 
ident's agreement) as follows: 


Within cities of over 500.000 popula- 


tion (by reference to the 1930 Federal 
Census) or in the immediate trade 
area of such cities, at the arle of $14 
per week. 


Within cities of from 100,000 to 500,- 


000 population (by reference to the 
1930 Federal Census), or in the im- 
mediate trade area of such cities, at 
the rate of $13.50 per week. 


Within villages, towns or cities with 


a population of 2,500 to 100,000 (by ref- 
erence to the 1930 Federal Census), 
unless they axe included in a trade 
area as defined by Clause (a) or (b),

Seeks Support: of Public

WASHINGTON—The mind behind 


the great NRA propaganda campaign 
is Administrator Hugh Johnson's. 


Johnson himself invented the slo- 
gan: 


"We Do Our Part." 
When Johnson took over the job he 


was impressed by the desirability of 
selling "Recovery" to the country. 
His mind went back to the operation 
of the draft act—which he administer- 
ed—and the Liberty Loan drives. Ob- 
viously, there must be a high pres- 
sure effort to get all good citizens 
steamed up. 


"The ginneral," as he is called in 


NRA officers, didn't know just how 
to go about it. He imported a crew pf 
eight advertising men from a Phila- 
delphia qffice and estasblished a pub- 
licity staff. 


Demanded Facts 


Newspapermen 
complained t h a t 


what they wanted from a publicity 
staff was not ballyhoo, 
but facts. 


Nearly all the advertising men were 
sent back to Philadelphia. 
' But the original idea fitted nicely 
when Johnson began' to. feel the im- 
perative necessity of a blanket code 
which required general popular sup- 
.port. This time he called in the bally- 
hoo boys who had put over the Liberty 
Loan driyes, and ' they were :here 
working on the plan before the code 
was announced.

Ration of charges of fraud in last NCK 
vember's election was climaxed Mon- 
day by the declaration of martial law 
by Ooy. 6. K. Allen for the city of 
New Orleans, "ic such an extent as is 
necessary ^o protect the grand jury." 


Instructions were Issued to the com- 


mander of'the state militia to arrange 
fpr "inch protection that rnay be nec- 
essary ,lp enijble the grand jury to 
discharge their function without vio- 
lence or rfloloslation." 


Jt was regarded as probable that the 


troops would be used mqre as body- 
guards for the jurors thap as massed 
troops, as at first apparently had been 
Intended. 
, (Sheriff's deputies seized the ballot 
boxes and, stored them in a sealed 
room under guard, and the grand jury 
was denied access to the pallets. The 
grand jury was driven from the room 
by the deputies. 


The ballots in question were on con 


ttilutionnl amendment;) supported by 
the Huey P. Lohg fpctipn. Totals from 
many tif the prec(ncis were identical 
and charges of fraud were filed. Be- 
fore the charges were filed the amend- 
ments had been declared Adopted and, 
as a result, state bonds have been, 
issued- 


Action started as' soon as Senator 


Long reached New Orleans Sunday 
from Washington. He caljed a con- 
ferepco with his political leaders at 
the Roosevelt hotel, including Gover- 
nor Allen. 


Soon two companies of state militia 


were mobilized at Jackson barracks 
and issued rifles iind revolvers with 
two clips of arnmunitiqn and ordered 
to stand by for orders. They stood 
armed and ready throughout the night 
and then were demobilized, on orders 
from the Executive .Department. 


A few hours after the demobiliza- 


tion, Governor Allen issued his order 
for martial law in response to u peti- 
tion filed by 11 of the 12 members of 
the grand jury asking for protection 
from "nepr anarchy in the courts," and 
requesting destruction of t(ie Novem- 
ber ballots.
